without them a great deal more readily 
than they can without us.

NOTABLE BANK. 


The Host-Independent OM la the WerU 


Is In Norway. 


Probably the most independent and 


aristocratic bank in the world is the 
Norges or national bank of Norway. It 
seems to be wholly indifferent to doing 
business of any kind, and what it does 
do it insists upon doing in its own 
deliberate way. Socially the bank is cf 
considerable importance. Tho directors 
meet twice a week, and these friendly 
gatherings are said to be most enjoyable 
affairs. Loans and discounts form the 
chief subjects of conversation. No louu 
or discount can be made without the op-1 
proval of threo of the directors. 


Suppose the directors are to hold n ' 


meeting on Wednesday and yon want | 
to borrow $5,000 on Monday. Yon ap- 
ply to Norges bank and are told that 
the matter will be taken under consid- 
eration at the directors' meeting on 
Wednesday, and yon may look for an 
answer to your application by Thurs- 
day. 
It does not matter in tho least that 


you want the $5,000 on Monday and 
not Thursday. 
Yon simply have to 


wait. 


Tho origin of this institution was as 


peculiar as its management is unusual. 
Soon after the nominal nnion of Nor- 
way nnd Sweden, in 1814, the latter 
country began, to feel the need of great- 
er money facilities to meet tho demands 
of tho rapidly increasing commerce. 
Tho problem of securing the necessary 
capital for a great national institution 
was a very simple oue for tho Nor- 
wegian government. 


It raised" stockholders for the bank 


just ns it raised soldiers for its armies. 
Every well to do citizen was compelled 
to take BO much stock. He was always at 
liberty to take more if lie chose, but al- 
ways in amounts divisible by five. 
Bookkeeping was made easy on a now 
principle, in accordance with which 
sums ending iu other figures than five 
and zero wero to be excluded from the 
booka. 


This national bank is also a pawn- 


shop. It is authorized by law to lend 
money on any nonperiuhable goods, pro- 
vided they can be deposited in the bank 
nnd kept under look and key. For tbis 
service it charges rather less than tho 
usual pawnbroker's interest, which 
may perhaps account for the rarity of 
private pawnshops in Norway. Iu Ihe 
regular loan department the curious 
rnlft is enforced that loans may not ha 
mado for less thaii one uionth nor for 
more thau six and only for sums of at 
least $120.—Pittslmrg Dispatch.

10 inches and under 
there are fired each quarter eight rounds 
of ammunition by way of practice and 
from all guns heavier than 10 inch four 
rounds a quarter, irrespective of the ad- 
ditional rounds used 
in the annual 


"prize firing." The heavy expenditure 
involved in this item alone may be hint- 
ed at by observing that every full round 
fired from a 6 iiioh gun costs £16, from 
an 8 inch gun £80, from iv 12 inch gun 
£128 and from the lfi.25 inch, or 110 
ton gnu, as much us £300. And these 
figures are only a small part of the 
story, for the life of a very heavy gun 
is not a long oue, and though a (i inch 
gun can fire as many as f>QO rounds, 70 
or 80 full rounds are the limit of the 
110 ton. After firing that amount they 
will both require a new inner tube, a 
costly matter enough.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
